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DETAILED ACTION 



This action is responsive to the amendment filed 04-02-2002, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-3 are currently pending. 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Yagasaki et 
al.('830). Yagasaki et al. discloses the claimed invention including the belt comprises a 
pair of ring slots (S), a large number of elements (14) in the ring slots, the metal blocks 
includes a neck (7), a pair of ears (6), an element body (3) integrally connected to the 
lower portion of the neck, a pair of left and right saddle faces (1), a pair of left and right 
V-faces (2), a pair of left and right recesses (not labeled) in the lower edge of the 
element body (3). It is apparent the upper end is characterized by an upper end and a 
lower end (see attached drawing) and the saddle face is characterized by an inner end 
and an outer end (see attached drawing) such that a first line connecting the lower end 
of the body to the upper end of the V-face is determined and a second line connecting 
the lower end of the V-face and the inner end of the saddle face is determined, and a 
position of the recess (not labeled) is determined in the vicinity of the point of 
intersection where the first and second lines meet. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



3. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claim 3 is allowed. 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 04-02-2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

6. Applicant contended that although Yagasaki et al. supposedly anticipates the 
claim structural elements, there is not explanation as to how the folding resistant 
strength of the body (3) is uniform laterally. In response, it should be noted that if the 
prior art meets structural limitations of the claim, then the structure is capable of 
performing or obtaining the same intended use or result. Therefore, the folding 
resistance of the Yagasaki et al. device will be uniform laterally. The Yagasaki et al. 
reference clearly anticipates the claimed invention.
